People ought to be 
nooro iidepcnd^nt and go tj work and oarty 
out iiiprovements thomselvBs and not wait 
lor ^joveruiDOdt, You want some energetic, 
pitilic-epltited men to bnild, for iostanco, 
ii publio raiirket which is very mucli wanted 
I there ; to lay on a supply of (;ood pure 
water throngh every street, and in private 
streets plant shade trees. I have thou;i;bt the 
Coloay might support an Agrioultural Uol- 
lega somewbere a few miles from town where 
hoys could get a good, plain English edu- 
cation and B koowleJge of aj^ricaltare. It

* * * Tbe journey here, Bltbough ol 
Course novel lo me, waa very disagrcenble 
and fatiguing ; Irom Sacramento to Elljo 
400 miles por Cealral Pac/fio Iliiilroad, 
thence por ttago about 1-0 miles to ibis 
placQ.

There aio three 
towns comprised in this district : Hamilton, 
Treasure City and Sheiuiantown. This la 
the largeit and most pleasant to live in, 
The populntiou of tbe let must be over 
15,000, but nut iocroiisinR very rapidly, bb 
mec ate leaving dijgusieJ as fust aa others 
coma. VVa are living here at an an altitude 
of 'JOOO feel abovo tbe sea level (Treasure 
City is 10,000) consequently the air ie vary 
light. I lind that J tira much eooner hero 
than whoa io British Columbia. Water is 
very aoaroe, but not bo bad aa In Treasure 
City, where they have to pay 60 oeota per 
gallon. Baths are oonseqaently a luxury ; 
Ihey cost here SI 50. The housea ara ol 
very slight raatenal— thin scantling moEtly— 
some onnvnss only with wooden uprights; 
one or two of them are of stone, as there 
certainly ii no scarcity of this kind of build- 
ing material. Choice lumber is 8400 per 
4I0OO feet , coarse, S200. The rute for ciu=h. 
ing is S50 per ton, but will soon be down to 
S25, when mora mills are in operation.

that is said, uud is in cousequoncs unable 
to prompt bis Couneel on motlers timi 
would favor bis case. I am as much 
alive us any one to the necessity of rcii- 
dcriiig the lives of settlers on ihoiSist 
Coast as socure as possible. 1 was a set^ 
tier there myself many years, and mixed 
with more and had a more extensive 
knowledge ol both IndiaPs and wiii'e 
people in the ngriciillural difltriets than 
perhaps auy otlior sotMer on the Isluiirj 
and 1 would ho tho last, when a crime 01 
either great or stnall magnitude could lo 
brought borne to ati Indian, to say spare 
him. It is jast as necea-ary, however, 10 
tho best interests of tho settler, that 
poiiishinent bo withheld when it ia not 
clearly nieriled, a.s it is that it be unfpar- 
ingly inllietcd when it is unddubtedly 
duo. I might dwell at any length upon 
the subject, but as my object in addressing 
yon is to endeavour to liCt tho punitih- 
monl of the Induin who is now under 
aonteiico of dontli, rniiiguted, I will only 
add a few words on that lieuil. I know 
it is delicate ulfair to touch upon, f^eein 
ing as it does to rcQoct upon both Judge 
and Jorors. 1 will state here, that I do 
not for a moment doubt that all concern- 
ed acted conscientiously; but believing 
that tho result arrived ut, was not war' 
ranted by tho evidence adduced , I can- 
not help making an u(ipeul to ttiesjniiia- 
tby of the public on behalf of the |)oor 
friendless creature. A petition prnying 
for a less severe punishment than that 'o 
which he is sentenced, might possibly be 
prodnciive of some service done in tho 
cause of humanity.

And, I sub- 
mit furlher,lbat it is &Ibo to bo deplored 
that neither ConoBtl nor Judge were 
in a more favourable position.
